Subject: Adak, Alaska-City in crisis! 

Governor Palin, 

At the Partners for Affordable Energy roundtable held in Anchorage at the Hotel Captain Cook 
on August 5, 2008, 1 briefly talked to you about the potential benefits that Adak could possibly 
offer the State of Alaska in regards to fuel storage. Adak has the capacity to store up to 20 
million gallons of fuel. Presently, the City of Adak is in a crisis situation. 

On June 30 th the Aleut Corporation received news from the City of Adak that they were nearly 
out of fuel to operate the City's diesel power generators. On Tuesday July 2 nd , the City began 
power rationing by shutting down the power plant for periods of time to conserve fuel for critical 
activities. 

For some time, our fueling subsidiary Aleut Enterprise, LLC (AE, LLC) has been working with 
the City of Adak in an attempt to avoid this type of situation, with no success. The City of Adak 
still owed AE, LLC about $320K for fuel on July 2 nd 2008. The Aleut Corporation has a 
responsibility to over 3500 shareholders and its resources (financial and operational) are 
limited, so simply continuing to extend the City's credit uncapped and purchasing more fuel 
with monies that belong to all of our shareholders is not a decision we could make. However, 
allowing the residents and businesses to go without power for large blocks of time each day 
was not acceptable either. So, the Aleut Corporation worked out a temporary agreement with 
the City to continue to supply fuel for the power utility for a period of 60 days. We have been 
helping the City explore alternatives that may lead to a iong-term solution that ensures the 
City's ability to generate power and our ability to get paid for fuel on Adak without success. 

On September 2 nd , the temporary fueling agreement with the City of Adak expired without a 
longer-term solution in place. AE, LLC has continued working with the City in an attempt to 
find a lasting solution. Part of the temporary agreement involved attempts to collect funds 
owed to the City by the local fish processor on Adak. Adak Fisheries has not been able to pay 
their bills this year due primarily to the predatory business practices of the Seattle-based 
Trident Seafood's Company who targeted the Adak Cod fishery and reduced the rural 
community on-shore processor's most recent harvest by 80%. With no money to collect, the 
City of Adak now owes AE, LLC more than $525,000. AE, LLC can no longer afford to carry 
this heavy debt for the City. The City of Adak is now power rationing once again and will be 
completely out of fuel by Sunday, September 14, 2008. 

As if being cold and in the dark isn't hard enough, the Deputy Commissioner of Aviation & 
Airports, Christine Kline was nice enough to notify us today, Friday, September 12 that the 
FAA will be closing the Adak airport due to the lack of reliable power to their computer 
systems. 

Closing the airport will stop all travel and delivery of supplies to the community. They will run 
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critically low of provisions within a short period of time and will have no way off the island 
without the scheduled EAS (essential air service). No flights will also cut off access to external 
medical treatment and medivac flights, as already happened earlier this week for a suspected 
stroke victim. Without power and heat, the school will be closed and the electric powered 
sewer lift stations will not function. 

The City of Adak is in an emergency situation and needs help beyond what we can provide 
locally. They need help from the State of Alaska to survive. 

The City lacks leadership and needs immediate assistance to facilitate coordination between 
various State and Federal agencies that may be able to help provide grant money and / or 
loans to buy fuel. The City needs to bridge the next 3 to 4 months while they complete the 
sale of their utility to a new group who can better manage and fund the power generation. 
Your office's assistance would be a great service to this vulnerable, rural community. Please 
help them.

September 12, 2008, Anchorage, Alaska - Governor Sarah Palin today expressed her 
administration's objections to elements of the federal government's proposal to allow 
decommissioned oil and gas platforms in federal waters to be used for fish farming and other forms 
of aquaculture. 

"Alaska's natural wild fisheries have been well managed on a sustainable basis for years, and are 
critically important to our state's economy, especially in our coastal communities," said Palin. 
"Disease, parasites, and escapement of non-native stocks from fish farms are just some elements 
of the threat that aquaculture can pose to wild fish stocks." 

Governor Palln's comments came In response to a Minerals Management Service (MMS) proposal 
that would allow offshore oil and gas platforms to be utilized for aquaculture. The Governor 
outlined several specific concerns. Including: 

• Marketplace confusion about Alaska's healthy, wild seafood resulting in lost fisheries value to the 
state; 

• Disease and parasite transmission; 

• Escapes/ releases of farmed fish possibly leading to colonization by non-native fish species and 
genetic impacts on native species; and 
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• Environmental effects.

The state of Alaska has consistently requested that authorization of offshore aquaculture be 
considered only after establishing comprehensive biological and socio-economic baselines that will 
allow for a meaningful evaluation of its effects. The proposed rule does not include such 
provisions. 

In a letter to Secretary of the Interior Dirk Kempthome, Governor Palin requested that offshore 

aquaculture be removed from a list of authorized alternate rights-of-use for decommissioned 

platforms. In a separate letter, Governor Palin asked that the MMS schedule of public hearings in f 

coastal states on the proposed rule be expanded to Include public hearings In Alaska, where the 

potential for expansion of oil and gas development activity Is great. In addition to concerns about 

potential impacts of offshore aquaculture, Governor Palin objected to MMS' regulatory authorization 

of offshore aquaculture when Congress Is considering two bills authorizing such activity. 

"This issue is of such Importance to our coastal economy and environment that It deserves a \ 

thorough and comprehensive review by Congress and should not be authorized through regulation 

by an agency whose primary expertise is energy, not management of marine resources," said 

Palin. ■, 

If Secretary Kempthorne were to move forward with a proposed rule change allowing aquaculture 
activities in offshore federal waters. Governor Palin urged him to prohibit farming of certain species 
such as salmon, halibut and black cod. She further asked the secretary to allow each individual 
state the ability to decide for itself whether aquaculture should occur in federal waters off its 
shores.

Federal Trade Commission, Department 
of Justice Issue Joint Statement on 
Certificate-of-Need Laws in Illinois 

Agencies Say CON Laws Undercut Consumer Choice, 
Stifle Innovation and 

Weaken Markets' Ability to Contain Health Care Costs 

In a Joint statement to the Illinois Task Force on Health Planning Reform, the Federal Trade Commission and 
Department of Justice (DOJ) stated the agencies' position regarding certiffcate-of-need (CON) laws, saying that 
the laws undercut consumer choice, stifle innovation and weaken markets' ability to contain health care costs. 
Today's statement reiterates the agencies' ongoing efforts to promote competition fri health care. 
State CON programs generally prevent firms from entering certain areas of the health care market unless they 
can demonstrate to state authorities that there Is an unmet need for their services. The task force is considering 
eliminating or amending Illinois' CON requirements. The agencies were asked by the task force to present their 
views at a meeting to be held in Chicago on Sept. 15, 2008. 

FTC Chairman William Kovadc underscored the importance of health care competition, stating that. The health 
care industry provides us all with fundamental services at significant and vulnerable times, vigorous competition 
can promote greater access to cost-effective, high-quality health care." 

In the joint statement, the agencies said that CON laws impede the efficient performance of health care markets 
by creating barriers to entry and expansion, to the detriment of health care competition and consumers. The 
statement describes economic research on the effects of CON laws, as well as some of the risks that CON laws 
can entail. For example. In addition to limiting entry, CON taws create opportunities for existing competitors to 
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exploit the CON process to thwart or delay new competition; they can facilitate anticompetitive agreements 
among providers; and the CON process Bsetf may be susceptible to corruption. 

The Antitrust Division Is committed to providing guidance on how to promote competition in tire health care 
industry," said Thomas 0. Bamett, Assistant Attorney General in charge of the Department's Antitrust Division. 
"Competition In this Important Industry benefits consumers by offering lower prices and better quality services." 

The joint statement also evaluates several arguments in support of CON laws, noting that the original cost-control 
reasons for CON laws no longer apply and that CON laws are an ineffective means to fund Indigent care. For 
these reasons, the agencies encourage members of the Illinois task force - as well as officials in other states that 
continue to require certificates of need - to consider whether such laws do more harm than good, 
Today's statement is based on the agencies' extensive experience with CON laws. The agencies jointly conducted 
hearings on Issues in health care competition, including CON laws, in 2003; (fuse hearings, and related research, 
led to a 2004 report, Improving Health Care: A Dose of Competition, which observed that, "on balance, CON 
programs are not successful in containing health care costs, and that they pose serious anticompetitive risks that 
usually outweigh their purported economic benefits." Today's statement is based on that report and more recent 
economic studies. Recently, the agencies have provided similar statements to the General Assembly and the 
Senate of the state of Georgia; the Committee on Health, Education and Social Services of the Alaska House of 
Representatives; and the Florida Senate Committee on Health and Human Services Appropriations. 
The Commission vote approving the joint statement was 4-0.
